TRIAL BEGINS 


Nazi Gauleiter Indicted 
ALLEGED MURDER OF OVER 200,000 JEWS

Koch, 


now aged 62, was wartime Gauleiter of East Prussia, and General Com- 


missar for Eastern Poland and the Ukraine. 


Among the charges against 


him is responsibility for the liquidation of about 150,000 Jews in Bialystok 
and the surrounding townships, also the murder of some 80,000 Jews 
of Kiev, the capital of the Ukraine, 34,000 of whom were killed in 
a two-day mass execution on September 29 and 30, 1941. :

Poland since 1950. -when was 
handed over to the Polish Govern- 
ment by the British authorities in 
Occupied Germany. For five years 
after the war, he was hiding under 
an assumed name until his arrest by 
the British Military Police in 
Germany. 


Saved by Jewish Doctor 


He was one of the most ruthless 
proponents of Hitler's plans, particu- 
larly the liquidation of Jews, Poles, 
and Russians. The indictment, the 
reading of which took up the whole 
of the first day of the trial, which 
began on Monday, alleges that as 
senior commander of the S.S. and 
police in Eastern Europe Koch was 
responsible, among other crimes, for 
13,000 women and 
10,000 children, the majority of them 
Jews. 

But strangely enough, it 
Jewish woman doctor who, on his own 
admission, saved his life. She is 
Maria Affek-Kaminska, the doctor 
supervising the hospital at the 
Mokotow Prison in Warsaw, where 
he has been in custody awaiting trial. 

Addressing the court, consisting of 


seven Polish judges, on the first day 


of the trial, Koch, pleading illness and 
complaining that his life in prison 
had been “a hell,” declared: “ The

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GERMAN DUTY 
TO JEWS 


Dr. Heuss’s Statement 


IMPORTANCE OF 
COMPENSATION 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


“We are aware of our duty to 
make amends for the wrong that was 
done,’ stated Professor Theodor 
Heuss, President of the Federal 


Republic of Germany, in London on 


Wednesday. He was speaking at a 
reception given for organisations con- 
nected with Anglo-German affairs at 
County Hall. 

Addressing a_ gathering, which 
included a large number of Jews, 
representing communal and refugee 
organisations, Dr. Heuss stated that the 


German Government and Parliament . 


were united in considering the pay- 
ment of compensation a matter of 


paramount human and political 
concern. But he was aware that the 


payment of over 2,250,000 claims 
would always remain a “ piecemeal 
job.” | 

Dr. Heuss thanked Britain for 
giving refuge to people who were 
driven from Germany for political or 
so-called “ racial” reasons. -“* We are 
grateful to Britain,” he said, “for 
having given these unfortunate people 
the opportunity to find a living.” 


Reconciliation 


To show how humanity and politics 
could be fused, the President cited the 
example of Mr, Victor Gollancz, 
whom he described as “a man of 
Jewish descent.” This was a reference 


Mr. Gollancz’s continued advocacy, 


in the years immediately following 
the war, of a policy of reconciliation 
with the Germans. 

At his own request Professor Heuss 
called at the Wiener Library on 
Thursday morning—his first private 
engagement following his State visit 
‘to Britain. 

He was received by the Library’s 
founder and director, Dr. Alfred 
Wiener, by the Chairman and mem- 
bers of the Board—Mr. Leonard G. 
Montefiore, O.B.E., Mr. David 
Kessler, Dr. Hans Reichmann, and 
Mr. Myer Stephany—and members 
staff. The President was 
accompanied by the German Ambas- 
sador, Herr von Herwarth, and by 
officials of the German Embassy in 
London. 

Dr. Heuss was presented with a 
photostat of a page of the secret regis- 
ter prepared by the S.S. and contain- 
ing the names of the internal enemies 
of the Third Reich. It bears the name 
of Dr. Theodor Heuss, and refers to 
his book, called “Hitler's Weg”

BEN-GURION’S | 
ULTIMATUM 


Warning to National 
Religious Party 


DATELINE FOR RETURN 
OF EX-MINISTERS 


JERUSALEM 
Mr. Ben-Gurion, the Israeli Premier, 
has decided that unless the National 
Religious Party returns the 
Coalition Government by November 
16 the portfolios formerly held by 
members of that party will be dis- 
tributed -among present. -Cabinet 
Ministers. 
The Premier made this announce- 
ment at this week’s meeting of the 
Israeli Cabinet. 


The ‘National Religious Party 
(Mizrachi and Hapoel Hamizrachi) 


resigned from the Government in 


June as a result of the dispute over 


“what is a Jew?” Mr. Ben-Gurion 
then announced that he. would 
temporarily take over. the portfolios 
of the former Ministers—Mr. Moshe 
Shapiro, Minister for Religious 
Affairs, and Dr. Joseph Burg, 
Minister for Posts and Telegraphs. 

Even without the support of the 
National Religious Party Mr. Ben- 
Gurion’s Coalition Government com- 
mands a smal]l majority in the Knesset. 

The Inner Council of Mapai has 
suggested that a “final attempt” 
should be made to bring the National 
Religious Party back into the Govern- 
ment. It is likely that there may be 
a meeting between Mr. Ben-Gurion 
and Mr. Shapiro.-(J.C. Correspon- 
dent and J.T.A.)

Mr. B. Moss (St. George’s Settle- 
ment) seized on the President's 
reference to the conditions in which 
the conference could take action, and 
said that the Board had been under 
the impression that the conference was 
to be a consultative body only. He 
was now wondering how long it would 
take before the conference would 
arrogate to itself executive powers. 
He also warned Mr. Janner that he 
might find himself in the unenviable 
position of presiding over the dis: 


‘solution of the Board. 


Mr. Dight (who was among the 
Board’s delegation to the conference 
meeting in London) said that the con- 
ference was one of the most useful 
things in world Jewry but that some 
of its leaders seemed to misunderstand 
the reason they were there. “We 
must make it clear that at this stage 
at least the conference is merely a 
consultative organisation.” 


Experimental Period 


Another participant at the confer- 
ence, Mr. Conen (Golders 
Green), reminded the Board that it 
had been its own clear decision to 
enter the conference on a consultative 


basis for an experimental period of. 


two years during which time the 
Board would remain completely 
Only after that period of 
international co-operation would they 
have to reach a decision as to their 
association with a fully fledged world 
Jewish organisation, 

Mr. H. SAMUELS said the time to 
fear might come at the end of the two- 
year period, but it might well be that 
by then the conference which had 
been described as a “talking shop,” 
might have talked itself out’ of 
existence. 

During the discussion on other 
items of the Foreign Affairs report, 
Mr. H. A. Goopman, J.P. (Union of 
Orthodox Hebrew Congregations), 
urged all Jewish organisations to 
take steps against disturbing the peace 
of the dead Jewish martyrs through 
the exhumation and reburials which, 
he said, were conducted in several 
countries of Europe. 

The discussion of the report of the 
Finance Committee—formally pre- 
sented by the Treasurer, Mr. F. M. 
LANDAU (United Synagogue)—centred 
entirely on one proposal of the com- 
mittee for the raising of additional 
funds for the Board. 

The committee stated that the 
present income from assessments and 
the voluntary levy was inadequate to 
meet the existing commitments of the 
Board and prevented it from extend- 
ing its activities. It therefore proposed 
that a “selected number of indi- 
viduals in the community ” should be 
approached personally or by letter, 
should be apprised of the important 
work of the Board, and should be 
asked to “enter into arrangements to 
make regular annual contributions 
The committee invited 
each deputy to present a list of people 
who might respond to the appeal for 
regular subscribers.

Councillor A. SupER (Pontypridd) 
inquired from the Chairman of the 
Special Consultative Committee on 
the Prices of Kosher Meat and Poultry 
—Mr.H.SAMuELs, O.B.E. (Wellington, 
N.Z.}--whether he was aware of the 
London Board for Shechita’s decision 
to increase its fees by 10 per cent. 
He asked whether the Shechita Board 
was represented on the Consultative 
Committee and had informed it before 
making the increase, and whether Mr. 
Samuels could give any indication as 
to the effect which this increase would 
have on the retail price of kosher 
meat.

Mr. Samuels replied the 
Shechita Board was represented on 
the Consultative Committee, but had 
not consulted the committee about the 
impending rise in the shechita charges, 
although they had heard about it 
unofficially and had asked for an 
opportunity to discuss it before any 
decision was taken. 

It was too early to say, Mr. Samuels 
stated, what effect the increase would 
have on the price that the Jewish 
housewife would have to pay. Accord- 
ing to an estimate by retail butchers 
it would add another 3d. or 4d. to 
the price of a pound of meat. This 
increase, he added, came at a very 
inopportune moment—an increase in 
the price of meat, due to market con- 
ditions, would be announced shortly. 


wrong way to -tackle the Board's 
finances. It meant that the Board 
was entering into competition with 
charitable bodies, and they well knew 


that it would not succeed. He was - 


seconded by Councillor Fidler, who 
Stated that a democratic institution 
such as the Board should not open the 
door to individual donors, for there 
might be the danger that the Board 
might find itself indebted to “ certain 
individuals in the community” and 
possibly exposed to undue influence 
and pressure. 

The President then gave an assur- 
ance that there could be no question 
of any influence over the Board as a 
result of contributions. | 

After an appeal from Mr. Landau 
to give the Board the means to do its 
duty to the community, the motion 
for the reference back was put to a 
vote and lost. It mustered only four 
supporters. The report the 
proposal were then adopted. 

Both the report of the Defence 
Committee, submitted by Mr. J. Dight, 
its Chairman, and discussion 
which followed were devoted to the 
question of racial discrimination. A 
detailed account of the racial riots is 
accompanied by the conclusion of the 
Committee that “an added cause for 
anxiety is the fact that the majority 


organisations conspicuous in the 


fight against coloured immigration are 
those which are identified with anti- 
semitism.”” 

The report also stated that the 
meeting of the Defence Committee 
had been attended by the Rev. W. W. 
Simpson, General Secretary of the 


‘Council of Christians and Jews, who 
had emphasised that the object of the 
Council was not only to fight anti- » 


semitism: but, in common with the 
Committee, to combat all forms. of 
racial. discrimination. 

A feature of the discussion was the 
suggestion by Dr. Roth that even 
if the question of legislation should 
become a matter of party politics— 
with one side favouring measures 
directed against coloured immigra- 
tion, the other favouring the outlawing 
of the colour bar in public places— 
the Defence Committee should not be 
deterred from at least considering its 
own attitude to such Bills now. 

Mr.. Samuels said that it would 
be “crazy” for the Board to stick its 
neck out on a matter on which there 
was an Obvious division between the 
political parties. It should. start its 
consideration only when — actually 
faced with a measure of racial dis- 
crimination, 


Urgent Problem 


Dr. S. A. MILLer (Congregation of 
Jacob) described Mr.  Samuels’s 
attitude as “dangerously com- 
placent’’;. and. Mr. M... S..-Lga 


(Federation of Jewish Youth Societies) 


expressed the mood of most Deputies 
when he said that the Board had 
the duty to oppose any policy of 
discrimination racial grounds, 
whether it be Government inspired or 
otherwise. 

It was obvious that many Deputies 
regarded the problem of racial dis- 
crimination as one of the most urgent, 
and Mr. J. Pearce (Workers’ Circle) 
spoke for many members when he 
voiced a protest at leaving the report 
of the Defence Committee to the end 
of the agenda. 

Other Deputies, mainly from. the 
Provinces, had earlier complained 
against the practice of holding only a 
morning session. In deference to 
them the Law, Parliamentary, and 
General Purposes Committee decided 
that at least three meetings during the 
year should consist of both morning 
and afternoon sessions. It also 
reaffirmed the principle that Commit- 
tee reports sent out in advance of the 
Board’s meetings to the press should be 
confidential until they were discussed 
at the Board's meeting. 


KOSHER MEAT 


- Mr. S. Boxer (United Synagogue), 
who is the President of the Board for 
Shechita, said that he did not attend 
the meeting of the Consultative Com- 
mittee for the simple reason that he 
had not been invited. He challenged 
Mr. Samuels’s arithmetic, by which 
a’'10 per cent increase on the shechita 
fees produced an increase of three- 


pence or fourpence on a pound of ' 


meat, The findings of the Inquiry 
Committee of the Board of Deputies 
in 1956 (also under the chairmanship 
of Mr. Samuels) had shown, Mr. 
Boxer pointed out, that  shechita 
fees amounted to only 2.2d. in the 
price per lb. of kosher meat. The 
new 10 per cent increase would, there- 
fore, not amount to 3d. to 4d. but 
to less than a farthing. 


Mr. Samuels retorted that while it 
was true that 2.2d. had been the 
average shechita fee per pound of 
kosher meat, they had to take into 
account that since that charge was 
reckoned also on fat, waste, and on 
the poorer cuts which remained 
unsold, the better cuts had to carry 
a higher proportion of the shechita 
charges. “ That is why,” he concluded, 
“the estimate of 3d. to 4d. more may 
rather prove to be conservative.” 


He also added that the Board for 
Shechita had been invited to the meet- 
ing of the Consultative Committee, 
‘and that it was up to the Board to 
designate their representative, 


SERMON OF THE WEEK 


ABRAHAM THE HEBREW 


story of Abraham the Hebrew, 

as recorded in this week's 
Sidra. Whatever scholars may 
have to say about the origin of the 
word “Hebrew” we shall always 
find great truth in the -rabbinic 
homily which connects the word 
with the root meaning “ across ” or 
“on the other side.” He was Called 
the Hebrew because while the 
whole world was steeped in 
ignorance and idolatry Abraham 
cut himself off from all his con- 
temporaries to blaze a new trail 
with a new faith. He took up his 
lonely position on the other side. 
He was the Hebrew. 

This has been the réle of his 
descendants. 
described as the great protestor in 
history, and he has never flinched 
from being in the minority or even 
from standing alone in the face of 
a hostil€ world. The father of the 
Hebrew people protested against 
Babylonian polytheism; his chil- 
dren protested against the pagan 
Hellenism of the Greeks, against 
the cruelties and barbarities of the 
Romans, withstood the 
blandishments and the persecutions 
of an all-powerful Church. Very 
often in his long story it was the 
whole world on one side and the 
Jew on the other. 


BEFORE Abraham there was no 


Jess history begins with the 


belief in the only One God: — 


before Sinai there was no Divine 
Law. Judaism brought these con- 
cepts to mankind, and the plain his- 


torical fact is that in order to. 


uphold these ideas and all that they 


meant the Jew had to tread a ter- — 


ribly lonely path. The Jew had to 
be on the other side, he had to go 
his own way, because he stood for 
something better. In the words of 
the late Leo Baeck: “To go one’s 
own. way means to reject the ways 
of others; to acknowledge a truth 
means to ward off error. Israel 


understood jts belief with increasing . 


clarity and firmness by contrasting 
it with the beliefs of other peoples. 
By finding in itself sufficient 
strength to stand alone and in 
Opposition to all others, it was able 
to create its own life.” 7 

The need for the spirit of the 
Hebrew is urgent in our day as 
never before. We need Hebrews 
who can remain. strong and 
undaunted by the raucous 
cacophony of false and alluring

‘College, presided. 


voices from without. To be a 
Hebrew, to be a Jew, still calls for 
a protest against everything base 
and unworthy in life, and for a 
burning zeal for a living righteous- 
ness strengthened by a sublime faith 
in the One God. To be a Hebrew 
means not to be afraid of being 
different. 


SOLOMON SCHECHTER wrote: 
* Abraham the friend of God, 
who was destined to become the 


first winner of souls, began his 


career, according to the legend, 
with breaking idols, and it. is his 


particular glory to have been in 


opposition to the whole world. 
Judaism means to convert the 
world, not to convert itself. It will 
not die in order to live. It disdains 
a victory by defeating itself.” 

The ideal of the modern Jew is 
not to be the same as ‘the Joneses 
next door, not to change his colour 


to his environment like a chame- 


leon. But rather to continue to 
protest against the falsities of life 
wherever he finds them. It is to 
hold aloft inflexibly the eternal 
Jewish ideals until the world shall 
ecome capable of recognising their 
worth.

JEWISH STUDENTS 
AT CAMBRIDGE 


According to a survey carried out 
by the undergraduate magazine 
“Cambridge Opinion” 2 per cent of 
Cambridge students are Jewish. 

Questionnaires were sent to a 
random sample of 747 undergradu- 
ates (about 10 per cent of the 
University’s undergraduate popula- 
tion). Asked what faith or moral 
system they subscribed to 70 per cent 
of the sample claimed to be 


- Christians, 2 per cent to be Jews, 


3 per cent to have some other 
religion, 22 per cent to be agnostic, 
atheist, humanist, or rationalist, and 
3 per cent not to know. The survey 
also discovered that the third-year 
men attended religious services less 
frequently than the first-year men, and 
that just over half the undergraduates 
in the non-religious group (agnostics, 
etc.) had at least one non-religious 
parent. Nearly half of all the under- 
graduates questioned attended religious

Egypt's refusal to accede to the 
West German Government’s demand 
to extradite Hanns Ejsele, the former 
Buchenwald doctor who fled to Cairo 
after allegations of concentration 
camp crimes had been made against 
him, has been strongly condemned by 
the Social Democrat Party here.

«Effect on Policy Towards Israel

RABAT 

The violent attack on _ Israel 
launched recently by a local news- 
paper controlled by the Government 
is either a tithe paid by Morocco for 
membership of the Arab League— 
which it joined last month—or the 
prelude to a deliberate anti-Isracli 
- campaign. So far the evidence points 
to the former hypothesis. 

In three years of independence 
Moroccan Governments (there have 
been three so far and another change 
is expected soon) have studiously 
avoided the kind of virulent anti- 
Israeli propaganda which is a feature 
of Arab States in the Middle East. 

Against Zionism 

True, the Governments have been 
against Zionism and have taken 
measures to prevent the mass emigra- 
tion of local Jews to Israel, but in 
general there has been no hysterical 
abuse or invective against Israel 
per se. The argument has been that 
local Jews should stay at home for 
their own (economic) good, that they 
are Moroccans, not Israelis, and 
should remain so. 

Although containing an element 
which can easily be construed as the 
suppression of an elementary liberty 
~—freedom of movement—the fact is 
that Jews can and do leave the 
country if they want to, while it must 
be admitted that Jews are fairly well 
off in Morocco. 

In view of this reasonableness it 
came as a shock to read in the 
Arabic evening paper AL AHD EL 
-Japip (The New Era) on October 15: 
“ All efforts must be deployed to wipe 
out Israel. It must be attacked 
relentlessly to exterminate it.”

The editorial, which also bitterly 
criticised Britain for sending two

Policy of Non-dependence 


In fact the Moroccan Government 
and the dominant Istiglal Party have 
only just recently reiterated their 
basic policy of non-dependence, which 
is sincere whether it be a case of the 
East or the West. Non-dependence 
also means non-involvement in inter- 
national disputes which are: not the 
direct concern of Morocco, and this 
was the main reason why Morocco 
was so late in joining the Arab 
League. 

King Mohammed V himself. said 
that Morocco would not join the 
League until its internal disputes were 
settled. After the Iragi revolution, 
when some semblance of unity 
appeared in the League, it was decided 
to join. Unfortunately, there is the 
danger that efforts will be made to 
get Morocco involved in the League’s 
dispute with Israel. 

It is to be hoped that Morocco will 
have second thoughts, after paying its 
“tithe,” for obviously Israel is no 
direct concern of the Government 
here, and the adoption of Arab 
League policies like the notorious 
“ blacklist” is not in her interests.

KOCH PLEADS “NOT 
GUILTY ”

| Warsaw, Thursday 

Having failed in his plea of illness 
and inability to stand trial, Koch 
now adopted new tactics in his 
attempt to delay the trial.

Wilhelm Reischenbeck, a 56-year- 
old former S.S. officer, is on trial 
here charged with the murder of at 
least 76 concentration camp inmates 
and with the attempted murder of 
another fifty prisoners. 

The indictment describes him as “a 
butcher of the worst type and the 
model of a real Nazi.” 

In 1944 Reischenbeck was put in 
charge of two §.S. guard units at 
Auschwitz. In January, 1945, when 
the Russians were approaching the 
camp, he was ordered to supervise 
the transport of 4,000 prisoners, 
including many women and children, 
to the Mauthausen concentration 
camp in Austria. Although it was 
terribly cold and although they had 
hardly any clothing and food, the 
prisoners were forced to walk. 
Reischenbeck, it is alleged, gave strict 
orders to kill every prisoner unable to 
keep pace.

NIGHTMARE 


Barbaric Treatment of 
Camp Inmates

Horrifying details of the death of 
concentration camp inmates at 
Sachsenhausen through brutal mal- 
treatment were given here this week 
during the trial of Gustav Sorge and 
Wilhelm Schubert, two guards at the 
camp. 
They are accused of murdering 
10,800 Russian prisoners-of-war and 
hundreds of other camp inmates, 
many of them Jews, Sorge is also 
charged with the murder of an 
unknown number of Jews during the 
a Night anti-Jewish pogrom in 
Describing life at Sachsenhausen, 
Sorge, known as “Iron Gustav” for 
his brutality, admitted that prisoners 
had been maltreated as soon as they 
entered the camp. Some had died 
before the end of their first day there, 
he said. One “special treatment” 
for the new arrivals consisted of 
pouring cold water over their naked 
dies from a water-hose for several 
hours. “The death rate among 
prisoners subjected to this treatment 
was very high,” Sorge commented. 
He described another treatment 
meted out to certain prisoners, which 
had had fatal results. Some -shoe- 
chp, firms sent new models to 
tried out for army use. For this 
urpose, part of the camp was turned 
to a “ test-ground,” with small lakes, 
mud, and cobble-stoned roads. Every 
day a group of prisoners, known as 
the ‘‘ shoe-runner commando,” were 


chased over the ground from morn- 


ing to night to test the shoes. The 
Pr soners had to run or walk about 

miles each day. Sorge commented: 
Some broke down on the first day. 
Others survived for several weeks. 
But they all died in the end. 


Spy System ” 


He .also. described the “spy 
system” in the camp. There were 
always about 200 agents who reported 
the inmates whenever they criticised 
the S.S. guards. The reports were 
checked by a group of between 30 
and 40 “supervisors,” and when they 
were considered to have been sub- 
stantiated the prisoners concerned 
were tortured or killed. In addition 
a number of Gestapo agents 
masquerading as 
working in the camp. 

Sorge also described the nature and 


purpose of the so-called “standing 


commando” at the camp; whenever 
a prisoner went to the camp hospital 
for a sicknes report and was not con- 
sidered “really sick” by the camp 
doctors, he was detailed to this 
“commando.” He was forced to 
spend a whole day standing in one of 
the hospital barracks, with closed 
windows in summer and_ open 
windows in winter. Sorge said that 
many prisoners died after being sub- 
jected to this treatment. 

Until recently Sorge carried a 
photograph of Hitler with him. When 
his warders discovered the picture he 
explained he had taken. it from afi 
illustrated magazine some time ago. 
Schubert, it is reported, greets his 
warders and others who come to see 
him in prison by raising his right arm 
in the old Nazi way. 

Earlier in the trial Sorge described 
floggings at the camp. The floggings, 
he said, had been such that the 
prisoners had been unable to walk to 
their barracks afterwards. He 
admitted that he had actively partici- 
pated in the floggings and declared 
that he had found nothing wrong in 
doing so. He had «not felt any 
“twinges of conscience.” If he had 
refused to beat the prisoners his 
superiors would have curtailed his 
leave, he added. 

Schubert, nicknamed ** Pistol 
Schubert’ by his victims, claimed 
that he had been unaware of mass 
murders at  Sachsenhausen, . and 
declared that he had never participated 
in atrocities against the prisoners.

PREJUDICE AT 
HOTELS 


| Condemnatory Motion 
Defeated 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


A motion by a Jewish hotel pro- 
prietor that members of the British 
Travel and Holidays Association 
condemn the practice by any of 
its members of discrimination on 
grounds of race, religion, or colour 
and proposing: that any member 
refusing admission to a guest on 
such grounds shall be removed from 
the membership of the Association, 
was heavily defeated at the annual 
meeting of the British Travel and 
Holidays Association, held at the Café 
Royal, Regent Street, W., on Wednes- 
day. Sir Arthur Morse, Chairman of 
the B.T.H.A., presided. 

Before the motion was put, Sir 
David Eccles, President of the Board 
of Trade (who was the guest speaker 
and who had to leave early for 
another engagement), referred to the 
In the British Common- 
wealth of Nations there was no dis- 
crimination on grounds of race, colour, 
or creed. It was true to say that the 
Commonwealth had been built up and 
maintained by the principle of 
absolute tolerance, stated Sir David. 
It would therefore be a sad day if 
we ever lost our reputation for 
tolerance. Nevertheless, he would not 
like to see the resolution carried. 


Tolerance by Conviction 


Hotels could not be run on hard 
and fast rules. It must be left to the 
individual hotelier, he continued, to 
exercise a little judgment. Persuasion 
was the best way of bringing about 
the amicable situation they all desired. 
He wholeheartedly agreed with the 
principle of non-discrimination, but 


he wanted people to exercise the | 


virtues of tolerance by conviction and 
not by compulsion. 

After the Chairman had proposed 
the adoption of the annual report, 
Mr. Z. Heiber, director of the White 
Park Hotel, moved the reference back 
on the ground that the B.T.H.A. had 
no constitution or rules as to. the 
rights of individual members. If ~ 
Membership Committee wished | 
remove an hotelier’s name—as aoe 
did in his own particular case—they 
need not, and did not, give any 
explanation or reason. 

The Chairman said that the articles 
and memorandum upon which the 
B.T.H.A. were run were quite 
sufficient. 

Mr. Heiber’s proposal was lost. 


Minister’s Attitude Deplored 


Moving the resolution, Mr. Heiber 
said he deplored the attitude of the 
President of the Board of Trade. It 
was an undeniable and lamentably 
deplorable fact that both coloured 
people and Jews were being dis- 
criminated against at hotels. Mr. 
Maurice Orbach, M.P., of the Trades 
Advisory Council, said Mr. Heiber, 
had in recent months investigated no 
fewer than 21 cases where Jews had 
been refused hotel accommodation, 

The Mayor of Colchester (Coun- 
cillor A. Raby), seconding the motion, 
said that as the B.T.H.A.’s annual 
report remarked that every visitor to 
Britain must be made welcome, it was 


‘implicit that the resolution be adopted. 


A member of the audience said that 
Jewish hotels discriminated against 
non-Jews. She had many Jewish 
friends and she liked Jewish food, but 
was unable to get into a Jewish hotel. 

Mr. H. H, Snowball, of the Holm- 
wood Hotel, Westcliff, said that in his 
town the flag of Judah flew very high. 
During the war the Minister of Food 
had threatened to. take away his 
catering licence because he put up a 
“Gentiles only” sign. In order to 
keep his licence he took down the 
sign but instead had run up the Union 
Jack. (Laughter.) Personally he did 
not bar Jews; he only objected to 
having to run a separate kitchen for 
them. 

The motion was supported by some 
half-a-dozen people at the most. A 
large number voted against it. But a 
still greater number abstained.

OATH 


OUT of the dross of still one more. 
harrowing and evil story of’ 
incredible mass murder shines a 
speck of gold. It shines with an 
effulgence whose already startling 
brilliance appears all the brighter 
for the true modesty of its heroine. 
As our news this week indicates, 
the trial of an alleged war criminal, 


- Erich Koch, one of Hitler’s close 


associates, is now proceeding in 
Warsaw. Hundreds of thousands 
of Jews met a cruel death in 
* liquidation ” operations for which, 
it is alleged, Koch was responsible. 


Koch has been held in prison in 


Warsaw awaiting his trial, and he 
has declared before the court that 
he owes his own life to the care 
given to him there by the prison 
doctor—‘“an angel,” he describes 
her, “a Jewish woman doctor 
mamed Maria Affek-Kaminska.” 
The poignancy of the situation is 


underlined when it is known that 


Dr. Kaminska herself had to hide 
during the war from the Gestapo, 
who wére responsible for the wiping 
out of the rest of her own family. 


Whatever else transpires at this 
trial, and whatever its result, tribute . 
should not be delayed to this Jewish 
woman—and how different are her 
actions at this time from those of a 
notorious German woman doctor 
also recently in the news!—for the 
humanity and honour with which 
she has approached her job, true to 
both Jewish tradition and to the 
Hippocratic Oath of the medical 
How easy it might 
have been for a Jewish doctor in 
charge to have remembered in the 


stress of emotion the cruelties her 


patient is charged with having 


~ inflicted on her own kin, how easy 


to have forgotten the oath she took 
to look on every life as sacred 
‘and to fight to keep it in existence! 
Kaminska, however, _ has 
carried out her duty quietly and 
faithfully, seeking no publicity, and 


'' jn doing so has recorded her name 


imperishably on the roll of those 
whom we must always honour. 


SYNAGOGUE 
BOMBINGS 


A BOMB attack of a particularly 
serious kind on a synagogue in 
Atlanta, Georgia, draws attention 
to the cult of violence which under- 
lies a great deal of American life. 
Half a dozen of these attacks have 
occurred in seven months, to say 
nothing of many more threats of 
violence. In the main these mani- 
festations of race hatred have 
occurred in the South, and the 
eg immediately arises as to 
their connection with the “ stop-at- 
nothing” attitude taken by a 
militant section of the white popu- 
lation against any advance in Negro 
rights. No limit may be set to the 
number or status of the Victims 
whom a disease like xenophobia 
chooses as its target for attack. The 
hater of minority groups feeds on 
his ¢motions, and if he is disposed 
to express his feelings in violence 
he will not draw the line at any 
particular small section of the 
population. | 

‘Jt is unlikely, of course, that this 
rash. of attacks can be explained on 
these grounds alone. A “ crackpot” 
fringe of antisemitic organisations, 
by no means confined to the South, 
has long been known in the United 
States, though during the: last ten 
years their activities have been 
muted considerably. Whether there 
has been a resurgence of their 
activities, centrally directed by 
interested parties, is a matter on 
which inquiry should be made. 
‘There is also the possibility that an 
element of blackmail, deliberately 
conceived, enters into these attacks. 
The die-hard element in the South 
is fearful that its ascendancy is 
finally on the wane. Even in that 
part of the country a more liberal 
attitude towards the Negro popula- 
tion has begun to make itself felt 
among the whites, partly as a result 
of the war, which took many 


Southerners out of their accustomed ° 
and 


environment. Some Jews 
Jewish  organisations—not  all— 
have appeared among the ranks of 


the desegregationists, and no doubt 


their enemies think that in the cause 


of keeping them to the orthodox 


Southern line the expenditure of a 
little dynamite is worth while. As 
Federal agents are less subject to 
local political pressures, the con- 
cern at these outrages expressed by 
President Eisenhower may lead to 
effective action to prevent their 
repetition. 


The attitude to be taken up on 
the colour question creates various 
pressures within the American 
Jewish community, as well as from 
outside. Dominated as they must 
be by New York, the national 
Jewish organisations find it easy 
to proclaim liberal sentiments. The 
small and often isolated Jewish 
communities of the South are 
usually dominated by the under- 
standable fears of those who can, 


hear explosions very near to their 


own doorsteps—the storekeeper 
who knows that his business can 
be boycotted, the householder who 
fears personal violence, the rabbi 
who receives threats which he 
knows are far from idle. Notwith- 
standing certain ominous signs in- 
this country, we are far from the 
firing line as far as racial tensions 
are concerned. It is right that the 
Jewish community should give its 
support to all who are trying to 
combat racial ill-will. It is right 
and, we should remember, it is 
also easy; and if ever we are 
tempted to criticise the hesitancies 
of our brethren in America we 
should remember that they are 
faced with a predicament from 
which we have till now remained 
almost immune. 


DR. HEUSS’S VISIT 


BY the time these words are in 
print the State visit of Professor 
Heuss, President of the Federal 


German Republic, will have run its 


appointed course, and, it is antici- 
pated, his subsequent call at the 
Jewish Central Information Office 
(generally known as the Wiener 
Library) will have taken place. The 


‘routine of State visits has long been 


settled by precedent. The most 
noteworthy feature of the present 
occasion has been the conspicuous- 
ness of the reserve with which it 
has been greeted by the people of 
London. ‘“As you yourself have 
said, nothing can ever erase from | 
the record certain deeds and events 
perpetrated in Europe within our 
memory.” Her Majesty the Queen 
addressed these words to the 
German President in proposing his. 
health at the State Banquet given 
in his honour at Buckingham Palace 
on Monday, and the attitude of 
her subjects showed that the senti- 
ments which she expressed were 
felt also by them. From our own 
special Jewish point of view we 
note this reserve, which js fortu- 
nately distinct from discourtesy or 
organised hostility, with a degree 
of satisfaction. It is to the healing 
of the wounds which afflict Eurone, 
and not to the poisoning of the 
future with the bitterness of the 
past, that all of us must look ; but 
healing will come more quickly the 
more effectively it can be demon-. 
strated that the Germans are aware 
of. and atone for, the infamies with 
which their record is associated. 


In President Heuss personally 
London has had the opportunity of 
welcoming a German leader who is 
entitled to the respect and 
encouragement of all who share the 
liberal and democratic faith from 
which he has never wavered. He. 
was listed by the S.S. as an enemy 
of the Third Reich. In the past he 
has declared in unequivocal terms 
that “the German people must not 
forget what they did to the Jews” 
and has referred to the “collective 
shame’ that has grown out of the 
actions of the Nazis. At County Hall, 
on Wednesday he made mention of 
the terrible deeds of the Nazi era 
and thanked this country for having 
given refuge to those who were 
driven out of Germany. For Jews 
to have normal relations with the. 
Germans while the memory of the 
Nazi actions lives on may be impos- 
sible. We are bound, however, to 
acknowledge the valiant efforts to 
repair the past by men like Dr. 
Heuss—efforts which have found 
concrete expression in the Adenauer 
Government’s agreement to pay 
the reparations whose disposal has 
been so recently under discussion. 

There is a piquant symbolism 
about the visit of the head of the 


German Republic to the Jewish © 


Central Information Office. This 
visit arises, no doubt, out-of Pro- 
fessor Heuss’s long-standing friend- 


ship with Dr. Alfred Wiener, its 
founder and director. Dr. Wiener 
was at the head of the fight against 


antisemitism in the Weimar Repub- 


lic, and Mr. L. G. Montefiore and 
Mr. M. Stephany, who were among 
those who were listed to join him 
in receiving the German President, 
belong to the group who led the 
Jewish effort in this country to 
help the victims of the Nazis. 
Between guest and hosts there was 
enough common ground to make 
the exchange of courtesies worth 
while. What we look for are the 
signs that the German _ people 
understand and share the sensi- 
tivity of their President. 


UNITED NATIONS DAY 


Topay is United Nations Day. 
It happens to be the thirteenth 
anniversary of the signing of the 
Charter; hence the organisation 
can be said to have attained its 
majority according to Jewish tradi- 
tion, and in fact to be celebrating 
its barmitzvah. The ostentatious 
celebration of barmitzvahs is 
something which generally is to be 


deplored, but this is one of the — 


cases in which we would be 
happier had there been a _ bigger 
simcha. The new world era, for 
which millions had fought and 
prayed during years of agony and 
Strife, and of which the United 
Nations organisation was to be 


-both the symbol and the pivot, has 


not yet emerged. Instead fear and 
cynicism stalk the world, and 
United Nations Day is not cele- 
brated with the joy and fervour 
that one had hoped for. That is 
not the fault of the United Nations, 
but because the light of hope burns 
dimly in our day. But for the 
United Nations to have survived in 
the prevailing international atmo- 
sphere is in itself a ground for 
hope. More than once 
helped to arrest a seemingly irresis- 
tible drive to the brink of war, and 
its councils have forged links 
between the nations out of which a 
durable international order may yet 
be built. We remember especially 
that early in its history the United 
Nations was seised with the Pales- 


tine problem and that its decision | 


gave international legitimacy to the 
State of Israel and has helped to 
shield it from attack. Above all, 
however, we should be grateful to 
the United Nations as an instru- 
ment of peace in the world. In 
that spirit we should remember it 


today both for its achievements | 


and its possibilities and strive with 
all our might to bring its purposes 
to fruition. 


CLUB’S CLOSURE 


Ir is melancholy news that the 
Primrose Jewish Youth Club, 
which has been jn existence since 
1946, can no longer find the finan- 
cial means to exist. Originally 
established under the auspices of 
the Jewish Refugees’ Committee, it 
was designed to cater for the needs 
of Jewish children rescued from 
the concentration camps. In the 
course of time ‘the refugee element 
naturally disappeared, but the club 
was re-established in Finchley Road 
in 1952:to meet the requirements 


.of local Jewish youth. The Central 


British Fund, the L.C.C., and 
individual benefactors’ have © all 
generously helped it in the past. 
However, it has had a hard struggle 
for existence. It has been stated 
that at least £3,000 per annum 
would now be required to maintain 
it in existence, and that sum is not 
forthcoming, The club has been 
supported by a large and active 
membership with a fine record 
of achievement. The - Primrose 
Club has been affiliated to the 
Assogiation for Jewish Youth, and 
we should like to be assured that 
that influential body is taking active 
measures to cater for the needs of 
those who have been deprived of 
their club.

T.A.C.’s Approach to 
Problem 


To the Editor of Tue JewisH CHRONICLE 


Sir,—The fact that the Jewish com- 
munity has made known its attitude 
towards the recent manifestation of 
racial prejudice by the resolution 
passed by the Board of Deputies of 
British Jews is of great satisfaction. 
It is further-gratifying to know that 
the Trades Advisory Council has also 
made its position clear in a resolution 
which was unanimously passed at its 
monthly meeting in October, a report 
of which was published in your issue 
of October. 17, 1958. 

The approach of the Trades 
Advisory Council to the London 
County Council two years ago, call- 
ing for the introduction of a by-law 
which would make discrimination on 
the grounds of religion, race, or 
colour by employment agencies an 
offence, and also its representation at 
the International Labour Organisation 
at Geneva, are matters of history. 


Apart from the above, our very — 
definite and practical approach to the | 


problem is the fact that during the 
years of our existence over 6,000 
individual cases, some hundreds of 
which were concerned with discrimina- 
tion in employment or other 
economic fields, have called for our 
intervention. It is significant that we 
were able to resolve most of the 
cases brought to our attention. Today, 
with comparatively little outward 
manifestations of antisemitism, over 
twenty issues are dealt with and 
reported each month. 4 
During the past. two or three years 


we have taken up the issue of dis- 


crimination when it affects peoples of 
other religions, such as Catholics, and 
of other races. 3 

We would wish the Anglo-Jewish 
community to be aware of the fact 
that these calls are made upon us at 
a time when, because antisemitism 
appears to be dormant, many of our 
most active workers are quiescent. It 
is apparent that our work is as much 
justified today in a very positive sense,

RISE IN SHECHITA FEE 


To the Editor of THe JEwisuH CHRONICLE 


Sir,—I have read your brief report, 
which appeared in your issue of last 
week, in connection with the resolu- 
tion of the Board to increase, as a 
temporary measure, the shechita fee 
for oxen, calves, and sheep, and it is 
important that apart from the fuller 
report of the Board meeting held on 
October 15, which you intend to pub- 
lish in this week’s issue, that the 
Jewish public should be made aware 
of the following facts. 

At the time before derationing in 
July, 1954, the Ministry of Food 
prescribed the maximum shechita fee 
payable by the consumer as 24d. per 
Ib. on all kosher meat and offal. On 
derationing, the shechita fee was fixed 
at £2 15s. per animal for oxen 
slaughtered at the Islington abattoir. 
The Board of Deputies’ Committee 
of Inquiry into the prices of kosher 
meat and poultry (1956) stated in their 
report with regard to the shechita fee 
“that it is now 2.2d. per Ib.”; the 
present temporary increase in shechita 
fees represent 10 per cent of 2.2d. per 


lb. The Ministry of Food, after care- | 


ful inquiry, came to the conclusion 
that from the amount paid by the 
retailer for the shechita fee, some 26 
per cent could not be recovered from 
the consumer, and on this basis the 
temporary increase of. 10 per cent on 
2.2d. per lb. would approximate 4d. 
per Ib. of meat,

_ All Palestine Arab refugees and 
all Jews who left Arab States since 
1948 would be paid full compensa- 
tion for all property left behind. 
This would be completely indepen- 
dent of where they would decide 
to settle. 

If a refugee chooses to settle in 
Israel, and if he is not a citizen of 
another State—if he not 
assumed the citizenship of the host 
State, such as many jn Jordan have 
done—he would merely “ pledge 
allegiance to the State of Israel” 
and “ undertake to abide by its laws 
and to live at peace with his neigh- 
bours and fellow-citizens.” If he 
has other citizenship, he would 
nevertheless be admitted on “ (a) 
declaring his intention to live at 
peace with his neighbours, (b) 
renouncing his other citizenship (as 
long as the State of which he is a 


citizen is not at peace with Israel), 


and (c) applying for citizenship in 
Israel.” Any Arab State would be 
entitled to adopt similar procedures 
for refugees who opt to settle 
within their borders. 


Co-operation with New Body 


The schedule of repatriation and 
resettlement would be decided by 
the R.R.A. Israel and the Arab 
countries would undertake to 
co-operate with the R.R.A. at least 
to the extent of “ (a) providing land 
and finances for the R.R.A.; (b) 
faithfully carrying out the letter and 
spirit of the Armistice Agreements ” 
which contain non-belligerency and 
non-aggression clauses. 

The R.R.A. for its part would 
undertake a detailed study and 
census to determine: (a) which 
refugees were established residents 
of Israeli Palestine in 1948, (b) 
which had property in Israeli Pales- 
tine, and which Jews had property 
in Iraq and Egypt, how much each 
had, and how much compensation 
each has received ; and (c) the tech- 
nical and economic possibilities of 
agricultural and other settlement of 
Arab refugees in Israel and other

developed the East End's great 
Free School; out of its charity 
department grew the Board of 
Guardians; and the Board of 
Deputies rose from its collabora- 
tion with the Sephardi Congrega- 
tion. 

Now “ Duke’s Place,” the syna- 
gogue, will be no more. As for the 
street of that name, the departure of 
the synagogue ends a chapter of 
Jewish social history. Duke’s 
Place” was more than a street: it 
was a district. In seventeenth- and 
eighteenth-century maps there are 
four streets which bear the name, 
and there are also a Duke’s Place 
Court and a Little Duke’s Place. 
In later maps all these Places have 
new names—till one of them, Shoe- 
maker Row, becomes linked again 
with the Duke of Norfolk as Duke 
Street. This was changed to Duke’s 
Place once again about twenty-five 
years ago, when a request by the 
synagogue for a revival of the old 
name was, I believe, partly the 
cause of the alteration. | 

But when the name was absent 
from street walls and maps, as well 


as when jt was present, the locality 
was known as Duke’s Place to the 
multitude : the quarter, as many 
regarded it, to which Cromwell had 
confined his Jews, the Ghetto of 
London. And although this stopped 
being quite true before the 
eighteenth century was very old 
—Jews spreading to the Petticoat 
Lane, Goodman’s Fields, and 
Whitechapel. areas and Jater other 
parts of London—the quarter 
remained preponderantly Jewish 
far into the nineteenth century. 
“ Cursed like a pig in Duke’s Place ” 
was a Saying among costermongers 
down on their. luck, quoted by that 
assiduous recorder of London life, 
Henry Mayhew. Reporting what 
he found, in 1850, in the market 
“known by ‘the name of Duke's 
Place, although its proper name is 
St. James’s Place,” he wrote that 
the householders “are all of the 
Jewish persuasion.” 

Life in the quarter has been 
described by many an eyewitness 
since the Resettlement, but by 
none, surely, more vividly ‘than 
Mayhew. He went there to investi- 
gate the trade in oranges, lemons, 


and nuts, which costers bought in. 


this market that was “entirely in 
the hands of the Jews.” The street 
traders gave him their reason for 
going there. “ They say,” he writes, 
“ they can make far better bargains 
with the Israelites (as they never 
refuse an offer) than they can with 
the Covent Garden salesmen, who 
‘generally cling to their prices.” | 


Contrast Without and Within 


Duke's Place he described as “a 
large square yard, with the iron 
gates of a synagogue in one corner, 
a dead wall forming one entire side 
of the court, and a gas lamp on a 
circular pavement in the centre, The 
place looks as if it were devoted 
to money-making—for it is quiet 
and dirty.” | 

The counters of the shops were 
“ generally placed in the open street 
like stalls. . . . On these counters 
are ranged the large matting baskets 
containing chestnuts, Brazil nuts, 
coco-nuts, walnuts. . . . Before 
every doorway 
boxes of oranges and lemons.” 

What a contrast there was 
between the business and private 
sections of the houses ! The shops 
looked as though they were “in the 
last stage of dilapidation ... not a 
to it; and beyond the few sacks of 
nuts exposed for sale, they are 
empty. the walls within being 
blackened with dirt and the paint 
without blistered in the sun ...a 


few sickly hens wander about, turn- 


ing over the heaps of dried leaves 

that the oranges have been sent

And then Mayhew entered one - 


of the drawing-rooms. It was 
“elegantly furnished ... warm and 
red with Morocco leather, Spanish 
mahogany, and curtains and Turkey 
carpets; while the ormolu chan- 
delier and gilt frames of the look- 
ing-glass and pictures twinkled at 
every point in the firelight.” 

Fruit selling, though a favoured 
Jewish occupation,* was, of course, 
not the only one. Here is some- 
thing about publicans, jewellers, 
and fishmongers : 

* Almost every shop has a Scrip- 
ture name over it, and even the 
public-houses are of the Hebrew 
faith, their signs appealing to the 
followers of those trades which 
most abound with Jews. There is 
the ‘Jewellers’ Arms,’ patronised 
greatly of a Sunday morning, when 
the Israelite jewellers attend to 
exchange their trinkets and barter 
among themselves. Very often the 
counter before ‘the bar’ here may 
be seen covered with golden orna- 
ments, and sparkling with precious 
stones amounting in value 


thousands of pounds. There is 


also the ‘ Fishmongers’ Arms,’ the — 
resort of vendors of fried soles; 


here in the evening a concert takes 
place, the performers and audience 
being Jews.” 


Domesticity and Business 


And now a scene from Mayhew 
combining business with’ domestic 
pleasure : 


At one shop there was “an exces- 
sively stout Israelite mother, with 
crisp negro’s hair, and long gold 


earrings, rolling her child’ on the 


table used for soriing nuts... . 
Before one warehouse a family of 
six, from the father to the infant, 
was busy washing walnuts in a huge 
tub . . . and around them were 
ranged measures of the wet fruit. 
The Jewish women are known to 
make the fondest parents, dnd in 
Duke’s Place there was no lack of 
fondlings. Inside almost. every 


parlour a child was being nursed 


or romped with, and some of the 
little things were being tossed nearly 
to the ceiling and caught, screaming 
with enjoyment, in the, jewelled 
hands of a delighted mother.” 

An item about food : “ Nothing 
could be seen in this strange place 
that did not appertain to Jewish 
customs . . . he sold things [at a 
stall] that are eaten only by the’ 
Hebrews . . . in a yellow pie-dish 
were pieces of stewed apples float- 
ing in a thick puce-coloured sauce.” 

And a few citrus prices and 
statistics: “Oranges are sold, in 
baskets of 200 or 300... also by 
the hundred, a half-hundred being 
the smallest quantity sold in Duke’s 
Place. The price in December was 
2s. 6d., 3s. 6d., and 4s, the hundred. 
... These hundreds number 110.”

DOES JUDAISM NEED 
REFORM? 


Debate Without a Vote

Two of the leading members of 


_ the Reform Synagogue, Dublin, Mr. 


L. Elyan and Mr. M. Spain, led a 
debate in the Belfast Jewish Institute 
on the motion. that “The Jewish 
Religion is in Need of Reform.” 


Mr. Elyan, who proposed the 
motion, said they were Progressive 
Jews simply because they were con- 
cerned for the survival of Judaism 
and believed that reorganisation was 
essential for that. It was not, he 
imsisted, a matter of convenience. 
Judaism was a way of life, or should 
be. Yet for the majority of Jews 
today it entailed simply going through 
a pretence of observance in syna- 
gogue on Holy-days. | 

Mr. Spain said that today the 
majority paid only lip-service to 
Orthodoxy. “Why, otherwise,” he 
asked, “are ouP synagogues empty 
except on Yom Kippur and Rosh 
Hashana ? ” 


The President of the Belfast con- 
gregation, Mr. B. H. Hurwitz, and 
the Rev. L. Sichal, headmaster of the 
Beth Hasepher, opposed the motion. 
Mr. Hurwitz argued that religion was 
not a new-fangled idea and suscep- 
tible to alteration. The fact that 
there were some Jews who did not 


_ obey the laws, or some of them, was 


not sufficient reason for removing 
those laws from the Shulchan Aruch. 
Mr. Sichal said that if some of the 
observances had become meaningless 
the fault was not in the observances 
but in themselves.

Need 


OULD you elect to live-in 
with your child in hospital 


if provision were made for 
your accommodation ? 

I have been discussing the book 
“Young Children in -Hospital” 
with some mothers, some doctors, 
and others interested in the scheme, 
which operates in several hospitals 
throughout Britain. 

The book, which is published by 
Tavistock Publications, is by Dr. 
James Robertson, who says: 
“To be in hospital is inevitably 
an unhappy experience for a young 
child, no matter how kindly and 
skilful the staff, since going to hos- 
pital generally means separation 
from the mother.” 

He describes the system whereby 
mothers sleep in the hospital room 
with their sick children, doing the 
motherly things such as feeding, 
washing, reading aloud, playing 


games, cuddling and tucking-in at 


sleeping time; everything for the 
child which does not require pro- 
fessional skill. 


* * * 


Some mothers I spoke to said 
they would not be “good” for 
their sick children; that their 
distress at the sight of their child 
in pain would surely interfere with 
hospital efficiency. By their very 
anxiety they would detract from the 
child’s progress. | 

Not so, says Mr. Robertson. 
“A related objection raised js 
that mothers will be hysterical and 
obstructive if involved in situations 
that are painful and distressing for 
their young children. But it is our. 
experience that the ordinary mother 
has greater resources of courage 
than is sometimes believed and that 
if given the right conditions she 
will not only wish to stay by her 
child in moments of hurt and fright 
but will do so with composure.”

Cookery PARENTS AND HIGHER 


EDUCATION 


N a previous article on Jewish 
| Parents and the Eleven Plus, I 

tried to show how certain atti- 
in Jewish parents could 
produce undesirable and even harm- 
ful effects on their children. I 
referred to the anxiety of these 
parents to get their children into 
the so-called best schools, including 
public schools. My purpose here 
is to explore some of the reasons 
why it becomes something of a 
major triumph if young Chaim 
“got into” old-established

public school and something of a 
minor tragedy if he did not. 

The desire for learning has, from 
earliest times, been associated with 
the highest Jewish aspiration, but 
when the institution wherein the 
learning takes place becomes more 
important than the learning itself, 
the aspiration becomes gravely 
falsified. What many Jewish 
parents fail to realise, either through 
sheer ignorance or false propaganda, 
is what a good school really is. 
They hear that a certain school is 
much in demand, and if the name 


of that school is repeated often - 


enough the scramble to get young 
Chaim there becomes a kind of 
fetish. | 

* * * 

They may-hear, too, that this par- 
ticular school has a Jewish quota, 
which, paradoxically enough, gives 
it added glory in their eyes. The 
* Jewish quota” is usually applied 
to the older established schools, and 
it is these schools which, under- 
standably (because they were 
originally controlled by _ the 
Church), carry the strongest church 
tradition. This.js a reason why 
really conscientious Jews would 
hesitate before exposing their sons 
or daughters to influences not likely 
to promote or nourish healthy 
Judaism. 

Nor are some of the other aspects 
of “tradition” in the older schools 
likely to contribute very heavily 
towards the making of a good 
Jewish citizen. The old school tie, 
a lethargic drawl, some specialised 
jargon or the ghost of ‘Lord So-and- 
so haunting the playing field, can 


hardly be of any consequence to- 


a Jew, particularly as these are 
aspects of tradition which even 
many Englishman sniggers 
at as moribund in today’s world 
of hard realism. The strange 
thing is that the people who are so 
eager to tag on to somebody else’s 
outworn traditions are usually the 
first to condemn or attack the tradi- 
tions of their own Jewish heritage. 

What further value may. the 
Jewish parent seek in the school of 
his choice? If it is a fine record 
of scholarship, and perhaps a string 
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of famous names, he has a valid 
point, for a good record of scholar- 
ship often reflects the high 
quality of teaching. . 
Even if it is the academic record 
which attracts a Jewish parent to a 
particular school, this is insufficient 
reason in itself for making the 
choice. A Jewish parent has a 
greater problem in_ selecting a 
school than his Gentile counterpart, 
for he has to think of the dual réle 
the Jew must carry out in society. 
We in the Diaspora are auto- 
matically born into two worlds. So 
often there are crossroads and we 
have to make choices. All too 
often when there Js a question of 
sacrificing Judaism, the line of least 
resistance is followed. There is no 
point in exposing children, unneces- 
sarily to difficult situations, such as 
sending a boy who js a synagogue 
worshipper and also a good sports- 
man to a school where games are 
held only on a Sabbath morning. 


+ * 


A further example of an extreme 
case of dangerous ignorance may 
help to illustrate my point. Some 
time ago I met a Polish Jewess, who 
lived in Tel Aviv, but had come all 
the way to Britain for the sole 
purpose of getting her son into a 
famous public school. The boy did 
not in the least want to go. Had 
it not been that the application 


was unsuccessful, this woman, so 


desirous of giving her son “the best 
education in the world,” but so 


blind to the vast differences in back- |. 


ground, heritage, and temperament 
between her boy and the others at 
the school, might have condemned 
the lad to a life of frustration, 
inhibition, and secret misery. 


* * 


Every grammar school in Eng- 
land, irrespective of the colour of 
its tie or the shape of its badge, is 
a good school. 
functioning if it was not. oa. 

When the Jewish parent is faced 
with selecting a school for his 
child’s higher education he would 
do well to consider his own and his 
child’s Jewish consciousness, and 
choose wisely or seek guidance to 
do so in the light of that conscious- 
ness. Should his choice fall upon 
a State Grammar School he may 
rest assured that, providing the 
child has the right potential and is 
a willing co-operator, there is not 


a grammar .school in the country | 


that is not capable of bringing out 
the best in him.

Leo Baeck’s Interpretation 


God and Man in Judaism. By 
Leo Baeck. Vallentine, Mitchell. 6s.

I regard it as an honour to have 
been invited to review a book by 
Leo Baeck in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 
Though, as a Christian, I may be 
unable to appreciate his thought so 
deeply as one who wrote from the 
Standpoiat of Jewish faith, I can at 
least claim to yield to none in my 
admiration and reverence for his 
character and intellectual power. 
The book now published, with a brief 
but moving foreword by Mr. Leonard 
Montefiore, originally formed a part 


of a collection of essays on. the 


Religions of the World edited by 
Professor Carl Clemen which was 
into English in 1931. 
Unfortunately I have not seen that 
book. If the other contributions were 
anywhere near the level of Baeck’s 
it a indeed have been a valuable 
work. 


Spiritual Significance 


Rudolf Otto in one of his 
“ Theological Essays” — remarks, 
“None of the great religions of the 
world must die until it has spoken its 
last and highest word.” In this 
dictum the author of the “Idea of the 
Holy” seems to me to point to the 
most fruitful way of studying religions. 
Too often we concentrate attention 
or the historical accidents which have 
affected religions that are not our own 
and dwell on their superstitions and 
defects as they seem to us ; we should 
do better to keep in mind the question, 
what is the religion’s last and highest 
word and what is its spiritual signi- 
ficance? Writing from outside the 


. Jewish faith, I can say that I know 


of no other book that helps me so 
effectively to understand Judaism’s 
“highest word.” And, as one reads, 
one remembers, in Mr. Montefiore’s 
phrase, that “in the concentration 
camp of Theresienstadt the author 
proved by his own example the truth 
of his words.” 

As we might expect, the creative 
‘centre of Judaism for Baeck is its 
doctrine of the one God; but 
“doctrine” is not the right word. 
For Baeck the Hebrew apprehension 
of God is “an entirely new formative 
principle,” a revelation and a revolu- 
tion. He entirely rejects the idea 
that “Ethical Monotheism” did, or 


could, develop out of Polytheism. 
Perhaps it would be possible to raise 
the question whether Baeck does not 
dismiss the idea of development too 
summarily and absolutely, but no 
Christian, and .surely, too, no one 
familiar with the literature, could 
dissent from his view that the Hebrew 


Prophets are unique in the history of. 


religion and represent an experience 
which is intuitive and revelational. 
Baeck has much of importance to 
say on the Hebrew conception of 
Deity on which one could profitably 
linger. I have noted several pregnant 
sentences which stay in the memory ; 
among them is “All higher religion 
is inter alia an attempt to find a name 
for something that has no name, to 
give utterance to the ineffable,” to 
which he adds the interesting com- 
ment that the famous “I am that I 
am” means “ He for whom no word 
or name is sufficient.” In the most 
exalted religious utterance, 
remarks, “the fight for language here 
becomes the fight against language.” 
Inevitably so richly varied a book 
raises questions on which discussion 
is possible. From the standpoint of 
the historian it might be objected that 
Baeck’s presentation of Judaism is 
based upon a highly selective method 
of dealing with the Biblical material. 


Permanent Values 


This, no doubt, is largely due to his 
purpose of presenting the permanent 
spiritual values of Judaism, and no 
Christian who remembers how Jesus 
selected from the Hebrew Scriptures 
those passages in which he found the 
clearest revelation of God could com- 
plain; but I think Dr. Baeck would 
have helped many readers of the 
Bible if he had_ referred more 
explicitly to the less spiritual back- 
ground from which the great and 
eternal truths emerged. The picture 
would have been all the brighter if 
the shadows had been’ more 
emphasised. Dr. Baeck again claims 
that Judaism has no dogmas and no 
creed. In a sense, of course, this is 
true, but I wonder whether it has the 
importance which is often ascribed 


to it, for, unless I am mistaken, there 


is such a thing as “Orthodox” 
Judaism, and “ Liberal” Judaism, and 
they have their differences—even 
their excommunications. 

Let me end, however, on the note 
of affectionate admiration. This is a 
noble book by a noble man, and 
Christians as well as Jews can learn 
much from it concerning the 
foundation of their religion.

100 Days as a G.I. 


‘**Something About a Soldier” is a 
shrewd, crude, and penetrating study 
of a New York Jewish boy’s hundred 
days as a G.I. With a cheerful dis- 
regard for irrelevances such as polite 
conversation and punctuation, the 
novel carries Private Jacob Epp into 
a profound confrontation with the 
System—-Don Quixote against the 
the individual against 
society, the nut-case against conven- 
tional sanity. The outcome? Neither 
is changed. For Jacob, who prints 
sticky labels at his own expense with 
the words “ End Racial Segregation in 
the Armed Forces” and plasters them 
all over his base camp in Georgia, is 
incapable of even one _ hour's 
productive work. 

‘A world surrounds Jacob. A world 
that he has pieced together from his 
reading a book a day—any book a 
day—and the ads. in Life Magazine 


_ and with the Debating Team at 


Perkinsville High. It is a world that 
makes him change his name from 
Epstein and ‘then try to change it 
back.

man has a lot to be grateful for, not 
least the night school education of his 
early immigrant days, which did not 
utterly eradicate his Yiddish idiom. 
He is now a fond American success 
symbol. Hard work, free enterprise, 
and Our Way of Life have brought 
him prosperity and an awareness that 
even a goy can be a human being. 
Also, he can get on with the union. 

The novel deals with his reaction 
to a series of domestic and business 
problems, all hingmg upon personal 
relationships. They are described in 
his own salty prose and in the process 
we gain no small insight into the 
wholesale dress trade and the number 
of aspirins required to make each 
garment. You cannot help but take 
to this warm-hearted windbag, and 
applaud the skill with which his 
personality is unfolded. 

Seidman’s asides are hilariously 
funny. But they are only asides. He 
has a message too. It is the complete 
answer to war, intolerance, poverty, 
and monkey-business with the models 
in the show-room. Briefly, this is that 
God and America are each great and 
glorious; but when they go into 
partnership, there you’ve got some- 
thing that nothing can lick.

HOSPITAL POSTS IN SOUTH AFRICA 
| Deputies on Main Issue 


To the Editor of THe Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sir,—My. presence in London as a 
representative of the South African 
Jewish Board of Deputies at the 
Claims Conference and at the Con- 
ference of Jewish Organisations 
enables me to deal on the spot with 
the letter in your issue of September 
26, from Major A. Z. Berman, refer- 
ring to alleged discrimination at the 
Karl Bremer Hospital. : 

Your readers may be left in some 
doubt as to the nature of the “ critical 
attitude ”* taken up by the Cape Coun- 
cil of the South African Jewish Board 
of Deputies in regard to Major Ber- 
man’s conduct in the Cape Provincial 
Council. We said nothing that even 
implied that it has been. established 
to our Satisfaction that there is no 
discrimination at the hospital. What 
we did say was that Major Berman 
failed to make out a case, and that in 
delicate matters of this kind it was 
inadvisable to raise such issues with- 
out the most searching prior inquiry 
and without being in possession of 
conclusive proof. 
point out that this is not a field in 


which one can safely proceed from 


the particular to the general; nor can 
one seek to apply thé res ipsa loquitur 
doctrine. The fact that it now appears 
that Major Berman was briefed by 
his political party does not exculpate 
him, but underlines the harm that

may be done by intruding political 
considerations into the affairs of the 
community. 

My Board is no less aware than 
Major Berman of the importance of 
combating anti-Jewish discrimination, 
and, I may say with all deference, has 
better opportunities of ascertaining 
and appraising all the relevant facts, 
and particularly their possible reper- 
cussions on the Jewish community. 
May J], also with deference, say that 
in. exercising our judgment we are 
untrammelled by any political con- 
siderations. of any kind, 

Major Berman tries to convey the 
impression that there has been an 
upsurge of popular support for the 
stand that he took. I can only say 


that this matter has been fully can-. 


vassed in all Jewish circles in which 
my colleagues and I move, and with 
one or. two isolated exceptions there 
has been overwhelming support for 


the attitude adopted by the Scuth - 


African Board. 


Finally, I would like to repeat that 


our main disagreement turns on the 
methods adopted by Major Berman 
in raising the issue. Jf on that score 
we were wrong, we are open to 
criticism ; but let it be clearly under- 
stood that that is the main issue 
involved.

way from the kitchen. 

The Suecah was a strange contrast 
to the’ general luxury of the liner. 
and particularly to the dining-room 
with its comfort and amenities. We 
had seen so many. very beautiful 
Succot in Israel, even 
humble dwellings, where no effort was 
spared to decorate them in honour of 
the Festival. 

We stayed at Marseilles and Paris 
on our homeward journey. I would 
like to correct information in your 
1958 Travel Guide regarding kosher 
restaurants these cities.

Simon; one of the Treasurers, presenting the accounts for the year ended 
October 31, 1957, at the annual meeting of subscribers, held at 63 Mansell 


Street, E.1, last week. 


Mr. Simon said that though the 
accumulated deficit had been reduced 
to about £400 at the end of the year 
under review, the financial position 
since then. had deteriorated very 
seriously. 

Major Albert S. W. Joseph, the 
President, who was in the chair, said 
that there was no other organisation 
that could or did cater for the cases 
dealt with at the Shelter at a moment’s 
notice. He thought that any .organi- 
sation doing work of recognised com- 
munal value should be freed from the 
constant worry of how the bills were 
going to be paid in a few months’ 
time; unfortunately they were and 
had, been for some time obsessed by 
this worry. Major Joseph appealed 
for more communal support. 

In the report, presented by Mr. 
John Goldman, the Hon. Secretary, 
it was stated that, compared with a 
post-war daily average of about 25 
residents, the number of people 
housed at the Shelter each day dur- 
ing the year under review averaged 
over 55. The number of night-lodg- 
ings was 20,153 compared with 6,519 
for the previous year. The total 
number of people admitted to the 
Shelter during the year was 587, and 
their average length of stay was 34 
days each. 

Of the 587 more than two-thirds

STAMP NOTES | 


Prices of Israeli Issues 
in U.S.A. 
By L. N. and M. WILLIAMS 


That the prices of the stamps of 
Israel are keeping firm in the United 
States is apparent from the latest 
(1959) edition of “Scott's Standard 
Postage Stamp Catalogue,” which has 
just been published. This catalogue, 
which is used extensively throughout 
the Western Hemisphere, is based on 
quotations considered by the _ pub- 
lishers to be the actual market values. 

In comparison with the prices of 
even two years ago the latest quota- 
tions show substantial increases. The 
1948 three high values together are 
listed now at $265 and $172.50 used, 
a rise in the period mentioned of some 
70 per cent. The imperforate souvenir 
Sheet of four, which was sold at the 
Tabil Exhibition in 1949, has soared 
from $4.50 to $20, and the Festivals 
set of the same year has _ nearly 
doubled its price at $9.95 unused. The 
Third Maccabiah stamp of 
always a popular issue with collectors 
of sports designs, is now $5.50 unused, 


- and $5 used, an increase of more than 
100 per cent. 


Rises of this kind \are less plentiful 
among the more recent stamps, but 
the general indication seems to be 
that the early issues of Israel, at least 


in the U.S.A.. are recovering from the 


setback which affected them not long 
ago. 

To commemorate the tenth anni- 
versary of Israel’s posta] services the 
British Association of Palestine-Israel 
Philatelists are to hold a celebration 
dinner and dance on November 3 at 
the Prince Albert Hotel, Golders 
Green, N.W.11. The dinner will be 
attended by philatelists from many 
parts of the country, as well as stamp 
artists and printers. .A collection of 


Israeli postage stamps will be on dis-

The Canadian postal authorities 
and Israeli officials are considering the 
issuing of commemorative stamps. to 
honour the bi-centenary next year of 
Jewish settlement in Canada.

A. I. Polack, Education Officer of the 
Council of Christians and Jews, was 
present, and—while modestly repudi- 
ating any claim to be a Jewish scholar 
—fielded smartly in the slips and

arrival of the Jewish heavyweights. 

This indulgence in sporting 
reporters’ jargon should not be under- 
stood to imply that in fact any kind 
of “contest” was taking. place. 
Indeed, both sides seemed to me to 
“lean over backwards ” in their deter- 


mination not to give offence. That 
there are essential doctrinal  differ- 
ences between Judaism and 


Catholicism was not, of course, glossed 
over; but we were left with the 
impression—I am sure a_ wholly 
justifiable one—that we are all jolly 
good chaps together. | 
The subject of the talks—the 
Symbols of the Bible—might perhaps 
be thought more suitable for a 
course of study than for the neces- 
sarily. brief Jectures that’ could be 
given during a week-end. In fact they 
ranged over a much wider field, and 
the subsequent discussions—particu- 
larly the informal talks that took place 
between’ sessions—seemed to cover 
almost. every conceivable area of 
agreement or disagreement between 
Judaism and Catholicism. — Indeed, 
the Jewish  participants—including 
those who, like your correspondent, 
are not over-well equipped for the 
task—-were constantly finding them- 
selves the centre of eager groups 
demanding exposition, interpretation, 
and teshuvot. However, there was the 
utmost good will on both sides, and 
even if the Catholics have not as a 
result of this week-end learned much 
about Judaism they have certainly 
learned a good deal about Jews. 


Abstruse Contributions 


To at least one Jewish hearer it 
appeared that the Catholic contribu- 
tions were a little too abstruse, while 
Jewish speakers may have erred on 
the side of over-simplification. But the 
criticism may not be valid, since 
the Jews were, after all, listening to 
exposition of matters with which’ they 
are—or should be—familiar. This 
much can at least be said: that each 
talk by. a Jewish speaker was greeted 
with what amounted to an ovation, 

The first speaker, Father Edmund

is the observance of Jewish Child’s 
Day. It is taking place on Sund:ty, 


December. 14, and | hope that with . 


your usual generosity you will try to 
do something special for this par- 
ticular day. 

For those of you who are new: 
comers to the League, may I remind 
you that collections are made speci- 


: fically for children on this occasion. 


There are so many things that the little 
ones need; some are ill and require 
Special care and attention, others are 
deaf and need different teaching. 
Some are blind and must be taught 
to read and learn by using their 
finger tips. When we older peopie 
look round, we see so many children 
who can be helped and loved that 
sometimes we are bewildered as to 
whom we should help first. , 

In Israel, where people come from 
many different countries, there ave 
many who are stricken with diseases 
of the eyes. We are trying our best 
to combat this, and so part of the 
money you contributed last year was 
used to increase the accommodation 
in the Jewish Institute for the Blind 
in Jerusalem and to furnish these 
extra rooms for kindergarten and 
recreation purposes. 


Equipment Provided’ 


I do: not want you to think that it 
is only the sick children who need 
attention. There are some well and 
healthy children who may be orphans, 
and the money that is given for 
Child’s Day is used to train these 
youngsters so that later on they will 
be able to earn their own living. I 
learned that equipment was provided 
for the carpenter’s shops and smithy

Here in England 


an illness and they are often sent to 
a Home to pick up health and 
Strength. One of our best known 
Homes for children, the Jewish 
Fresh Air Home and School at Dela- 
mere, was given comfortable garden 


chairs and a television set that was 
greatly appreciated. To get well and 
strong in a happy home is surely 
something that we can appreciate, and 
that is what happens at Delamere. 

Another help given to our home 
country by Jewish Child’s Day was 
to pay a whole month’s rent for. the 
Holiday Home of the Jewish Branch 
of the Children’s Country Holiday 
Fund, 

I hope these- few examples will 
show you the extent of the wonder- 
ful work done by Jewish Child’s 
Day for all Jewish children. I have 
picked out only a few examples, but 
I could talk for a long time about 
other countries, such as France and 
Morocco, which have received help 
from the Fund. But today I am 
trying to point out how much help is 
needed and how Jewish children can 
help other Jewish children. I know 
many of you will receive collecting 
cards at your Hebrew and Religion 
classes and will ask your neighbours 
and friends to help you fill the card. 


A Puppet Show ? 


But I want to ask you to send me 
your personal contribution. 
Please save a little of your pocket 
money or do as some of. you have 
done in past years. Can you organise 
a bazaar among your friends or give 
a puppet show or have a sale of 
work ? Think of something unusual

Scouts by. earning money by taking 


on a small job? 


I know you will give this much 
thought and I hope you will send me 
the money you collect very quickly, 
as Chanucah will be here shortly.

We have in previous issues dealt 
with the badges of some of the youth. 
clubs and one or'two schools, and in 
due course we hope to come back to 
others in those categories. But there 
is another category related to both 
of them: the societies of former. 
members or of pupils who have left 


and are either growing up or are. 


already adults. 
Such societies are usually formed 
because “old boys” and “old girls ”

have ap affection for their former 
clubs or schools and they want to help 
them and keep associated with them 
in later life. Thus.there is a society 
of former members of Jewish boys’ 
clubs in London and of the Jewish 
Lads’ Brigade (whom we have also 
previously mentioned). This society 
is called the Old Boys’ Association. 
Their symbol is a kind of coat-of- 
arms, with the initials on the shield, 
supported by two Lions of Judah, and 
with the motto “Service for Youth.” 

The Jews’ Free School Association 
also has as ‘symbol a kind of coat- 
of-arms. It is derived, by permission, 
from the Rothschild coat-of-arms, and 
on the shield, besides the _ initials 
J.F.S. O.B.C. (Jews’ Free School Old 
Boys’ Club), are two arms grasping 
Sheaves of corn. The motto, which 
is the motto of the old Jews’ Free 
School, reads “Concordia, Industria, 
Integritas"—Latin . words — whose 


meaning is plain from their closeness 
to the English equivalents. 

_There is another kind of “ old boy ” 
and “old girl”°—those_ who served in 
the various Forces during the two 
great wars of this century. They have 
formed their own societies for old 


comradeship’s sake and also to do 


good work for the general public and 
their own communities. In our com- 
munity we have the Association of 
Jewish Ex-Service Men and Women, 


Monash Branch, 
British Legion — 


J.F.S. Old 
Boys 


with branches all over the country, 
and they have a badge which they 
proudly wear. Besides the name, it 
shows a Lion of Judah in front of a 
Shield of David. One such Jewish 


society, which was formed after the 


First World War of 1914-18, was 
founded also to honour the name in 
London of a famous Australian 
Jewish General of that time, General 
Sir John Monash. It is the Monash 
Branch of the British Legion, and it 
came into being before the Associa- 
tion named above (known familiarly 
as Ajex) was established. That is why 
it uses.the same badge as all other 
branches of the British Legion, in 
which ex-soldiers, sailors, and airmen 
of every religion are included. So, 
although it is not a specifically Jewish 
badge, we include it in this series: 
it shows a name scroll] surrounding 
the head of the British Lion.

Arab countries. The report adds 
that this should be done rapidly in 
the first place on the studies which 
have already been made—the 
Johnston Plan for the Jordan River 
the Unrwa 
rehabilitation plans, and_ others. 
The R.R.A. could then start func- 
tioning with the minimum delay, 


concentrating on the “neediest” 


cases while more careful studies 
were continuing. 

Repatriation and resettlement 
projects would be set up by the 
R.R.A. “in as many places as 
feasible, so as to give the refugees 
the widest possible choice.” 

The R.R.A. would the 
repatriation and _ resettlement in 
several phases. The first “should 
not take more than three years from 
the setting up of the R.R.A.,” 
during which 200,000 refugees 
would be settled. This would be 
a “trial period.” 

Those obtaining compensation 
through the R.R.A. would be per- 
mitted to withdraw half of the sum 
up to $1,000 per family, and leave 
the balance in the hands of the 
R.R.A., which would allocate 
$2,500 towards the cost of settle- 
ment of the family. 


The R.R.A. would be authorised 


to raise the funds from the Israel 
and Arab governments, as well as 
from other sources to undertake to 
pay for the varipus options. 

The ‘plan states: “Israel should 
show the genuineness of her con- 
cern for the Arab refugees by pledg- 
ing part of her income—whether 


from foreign aid or domestic 
sources—towards the financing of 
the R.R:A. The Arab_ nations 
should show the genuineness of 
their concern for the rehabilitation 
of their fellow-Arabs into a decent 
and productive life by contributing 
a percentage to the R.R.A. of the 
Middle Eastern oil royalties and 


transit fees, as well as a small per-— 


centage of their national budgets. 

It calls on the United States and 
other members of the U.N. to 
“contribute substantially ” toward 
the cost, adding that “even if. the 
United States alone were to pay the 
cost of the whole project it would 
be a very’cheap price even jf con- 
sidered only from the point of view 
of the contribution it would make 
to the alleviation of tensions in the 


Middle East and the consequent 


reduction in the danger of world 
war.” | 

Israel’s fear of allowing a “ fifth 
column” in her midst is discussed, 
and these “safeguards” are pro- 
posed: (1) Not all refugees come 
from what is now Israel, and those 
who were never there cannot “ go 
back’; (2) The danger of a large 
influx is only theoretical at this 
stage. A census of preferences may 
show that it 1s unreal; (3) In few 
cases will it be possible for a 
refugee to go back to his old home, 
village, or farm, or return to his 
old job, or go back to his old way 
of life in the new country that is 
Israel. If he wishes to live the same 
kind of life as before “he is much 
more likely to find this in Arab

: (4) If the refugees are 
made fully aware of the changed 
situation in Israel, and if given 
equally satisfactory economic. con- 
ditions for settlement in Arab 
Palestine or in any other Arab 
country, and if compensated for 
their lost property in Israel, “it 
seems probable that in most cases 
they will choose to live in an Arab 
country than in a ‘Zionist’ 
country.” 

The plan goes on to state that 
the refugees will probably react to 


individual self-interest when con- 


fronted “ not with the abstract ques- 
tion of whether they ‘want to go 
home,’ but with a practical and free 
choice of where and how to rebuild 
their lives and resume their normal 
and productive occupations and 
On this point, the 
report adds: “This is further 
attested by the fact that there 
has been no serious trouble. with 
inhabitants of 
Israel, in spite of the continual 
incitement against Israel on the 
Arab radio stations, and_in spite of 
the security regulations and other 
limitations on their rights and privi- 
leges that appear to the Arabs as 
discriminatory and would have to 
be eliminated in the over-all solu- 
tion.” 

For these and other reasons, the 
report adds, it is possible to com- 
bine the right of Israel to security 
with the right of every refugee to 
return. “This js not to say that 
with all these safeguards Israel does 
not run any risk at all to her 
security or economy. But by doing 
nothing Israel runs still greater

NO TREND TOWARDS LIBERALISM 


Dr. S. M. Lehrman’s Views

The theory that members of 
Liberal congregations are more 
enthusiastic and. decorous synagogue- 
goers than their Orthodox  co- 
religionists was put forward at a 
brains trust held last week under the 
aaspices of the Finchley Synagogue 
Literary and Social Society, in the 
John Clayman Hall of the synagogue, 
Kinloss Gardens, N.3. 

Members of the brains trust were 
Rabbi Dr. S. M. Lehrman, Mr. B. B. 
Gillis, Q.C., Mrs. B. Woolf, a former 
member of the National Marriage 
Guidance Council, and Mr. R. G. 
Forrester, who has been a member of 
the United Nations Children’s Fund. 
The question-master was Rabbi B. J. 
Gelles, minister of the synagogue and 
Co-Chairman of the Society. 

Challenging the question, which 
intimated that former members of 
Orthodox synagogues automatically 


mended their ways upon transferring 
to Liberal congregations, Dr. Lehr- 
man declared that no truly Orthodox 
person, in any case, ever deserted 
Orthodoxy for Liberal 
There was trend towards 
Liberalism in this country at the pre- 
‘sent time, he said, adding that Liberal 
congregations consisted mainly of 
those desiring to marry out of the 
faith, and German refugees who 
brought their Liberal allegiance with 
them from their native land. 

While agreeing that Orthodox 
services were far too long, Dr. 
Lehrman went on to say that there 
was no indication that Liberal ser- 
vices, which were short and succinct, 
necessarily resulted in better 
attendances. 

Mrs. Woolf was of the opinion that 
Liberal services were popular because 
they made no demands on the every- 
day behaviour of the congregants.

Obituary 
MR. EPHRAIM 


Mr. Ephraim Kaganowski, — the 
Yiddish writer, died in Paris last 
Friday, after a short illness, at the 
age of 65. 


At the funeral on Sunday Kaganow- 
ski remained ignored by his Yiddish 
colleagues, writes our Paris corre- 
spondent. The Yiddish Writers’ Asso- 
ciation in Paris refused to participate 
after it was known that the only 
speaker would be the Editor-in-chief 
of the Communist Yiddish paper 
NIEUVE PRESSE. In spite of this, several 
hundreds of Kaganowski’s devoted 
readers attended. His only son, Peretz, 
who is now living in Israel in a 
Hashomer Hatzair kibbutz, came 
specially for the funeral. 

Kaganowski was born in Warsaw. 
After several years of Yiddish writing 


in Odessa he returned to Poland and . 


worked with Heint until 1939, His 
subjects were the simple common Jew 
and the “ underworld * people. When 
the Second World War broke out he 
escaped to Russia. There he met 
Bergelson and the other Jewish writers 
who were executed in 1955 on Stalin’s 
orders, 

When Kaganowski returned to War- 
saw, in 1945, he found it difficult to 
settle there and six months later he 
moved to Paris, where he was imme- 
diately adopted by NiIEUVE PRESSE. 
Sympathisers and opponents alike 
were delighted every week to read his 
Stories, and especially a series of 
articles about the Jewish Polish 
writers of No. 13 Klomatzki Street. 

Although Kaganowski was not a 
political leader yet Communists always 
drew from him political declarations, 
and his name figured very often on 
Communist political petitions. On the 
other hand, he refused to yield to 
Communist pressure to issue an anti- 
Israeli declaration on the Sinai Cam- 
paign. In 1953, following the Prague 
trial, the Yiddish Writers’ Association 
adopted - an anti-Soviet anti- 
Communist motion. Kaganowski and 
the Communists left the Association. 
For this attitude” he was sharply 
attacked by Jewish circles in France 
and abroad. 

He was again attacked in 1955 when 
he refused to condemn the assassina- 
tion of the Soviet Jewish writers, 
although he expressed sorrow at their 
death. Last summer he visited Israel 
and he was received by the Knesset 
Speaker, Mr. J. Sprinzak, but the 
Writers’ Association there refused to 
offer a welcome in his honour, On

Emmet Frank, of Alexandria, Vir- 
ginia, the rabbi who condemned 
ségregationists from his pulpit. 
Rabbi Frank was to have given a 
sérmon at the Arlington Unitarian 
Church, but when worshippers 
gathered, a bomb threat caused the 
building to be hurriedly evacuated. 
It was later announced that 14 
windows had been smashed in an 


attack on Temple B'nai “Abraham in | 


Newark, and that threats had been 
made to bomb three other New Jersey 


synagogues. 
The Federal Bureau of Investigation 
has begun an inquiry into the 


anti-Jewish activities of an Arlington, 
Virginia, artist and a wealthy Balti- 
more man who have been publishing 
and spreading anti-Jewish literature. 

The F.B.I. is also questioning other 
known antisemites in the area and is 

oing into all aspects of race hatred 
in an effort to find clues and links 
to the recent bombings in various 
parts of the country. 

In Atlanta, Georgia, last Saturday, 
the police arrested a man whom they 
described as the central figure-in the 
bombing of the synagogue there. 

He is Richard Bowling, aged 26. 
Four other men, including Bowling’s 
Robert, have 
also been arrested and charged with 
the bombing, and all face a possible 
death sentence if convicted. 


Mr. Ben Moore and Mr. Robert 
Van Camp, Foreman and Assistant 
Foreman of the Grand Jury which 
framed the indictments for the bomb- 
ing, said that they had received tele- 
phoned threats from men calling 
themselves members of the “con- 
federate underground.” 

Mr. Van Camp said that an anony- 
mous caller had threatened to blow 
up his house within seven minutes and 
to “kill every one of you sons of 


bitches who put those innocent men 


in jail.” | 

Rabbi Jacob M. Rothschild, the 
minister of the bombed Atlanta 
temple, stated here this week that the 


‘Jewish community of Atlanta had 


acted with courage and dignity. Last 
Friday night, he added, 1,000 people 
attended services in the city, many 
more than usual. “They came to 
reaffirm their conviction that the 
ideals of Judaism must be preserved.” 

Rabbi Rothschild said that he had 
received thousands of letters from all 
over. the country, including a con- 
siderable number Atlanta 
citizens, expressing dismay and 
profound shock at the synagogue 
bombing. | 

United States postal inspectors 
have been alerted to exercise addi- 
tional vigilance in examining letters 
for incitement to violence against 
religious and racial groups.

U.N. Urged to Act

An increasing desire among the 
Arab refugees to become self-support- 
ing is noted in the annual report of 
the United Nations Relief and Works 
Agency for Palestine (Unrwa), issued 
here on Wednesday. 

Calling attention to the fact that 
the Agency’s mandate the 
United Nations will be terminated in 
1960, the Acting Director of Unrwa, 
Mr. Leslie J. Carver, states in the 
report that the Agency must be 
instructed not later than next year’s 
U.N. General Assembly whether it is 
to continue to function or to disband 
and transfer or dispose of its assets 
and contracts. i 

He urges the Assembly to resolve 
immediately that a study report be 
undertaken for presentation in 1959. 
Mr. Carver points out, however, that 
some other relief and rehabilitation 
agency will have to replace Unrwa 
because “even in the most favourable 
political circumstances it would be 
years before the

KAFR KASSIM 
MURDERS 


Border Policemen 
Sentenced

JERUSALEM 


Sentences ranging from 17 to seven 
years have been imposed by the 
Jerusalem military court on the eight 
Israeli border policemen found guilty 
of murdering 43 Arabs at Kafr 
Kassim in October, 1956. The Torah 
and the laws of Israel, said Judge 
Halevy, emphasised the sanctity of 
life, and the observance of that rule 
was obligatory also on the Army. 


Major Malinki was sentenced to 17 
years’ imprisonment and Lieut. Dehan 
and Corporal Ofer to 15 years. The 
remaining five—all privates—were 
sentenced to seven years’ imprison- 
ment, 

Notice of appeal was given. : 

Judge Halevy, reading the sentence 
on Thursday of last week, pointed out 
that while the law made it obligatory 
on civilian courts to pass a sentence 
of life imprisonment for murder, 
military courts could impose lesser 
sentences. | | 

The court, he said, took — into 
account all the extenuating circum- 
stances—the good character of the 
men, their long service in the border 
police force, the distinguished service 
of some of them. 

Judge Halevy criticised Colonel 
Shadmi who had given the original 
order to impose the curfew. The 43 
Arabs had been shot when they were 
returning home unaware that a curfew 
had been imposed. 


Case ” 


The District Attorney stated, how- 
ever, that there was no case against 
Colonel Shadmi, as the only witness 
against him was Major Malinki, 

Announcing the verdicts, 
Halevy said that the court was not 
dealing merely with a_ technical 
murder, and the case merited heavy 
sentences. He described Dehan and 
Ofer as the worst offenders and said 
that they had issued the actual orders 
to shoot the Arabs and had them- 
selves shot at the villagers, but. 
because responsibility rested most on 


those of higher rank the court had 


imposed the heaviest sentence on 
Major Malinki. 
While the accused heard the 


sentences without emotion their rela- 
tives sobbed hysterically and shouted 
epithets at the court and the State. 
of Israel. 

The Knesset Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee has accepted an Achdut Avoda 
suggestion to discuss the implication 
of the court’s judgment in the Kafr 
Kassim case.
